The Irish driver of the car 
was, however, entirely unper- 
turbed. 


That the trains and planes 
in Eire run on time would be 
less disconcerting if anything 
else did. Leaving Dublin, laf- 
ter the restful days, was there- 
fore something of a problem, 
nor was it simplified by the 
fact that farewells at the Dol- 
phin, like greetings, arguments, 
bargains and indeed all human 
intercourse whatever, entail a 
visit to the bar. After goodbys 
had been said in the approved 
Dolphin fashion, a taxi instead 
of a growler was produced for 
the run to Dublin’s shiny 
new municipal airport, where 
the bar is convenient! 
ed so that it is the fi 
the thirsty arriving passenger 
enters and the last one he 
leaves. Partly because the 
bars, the steers, the balls, the 
parties, the songs, the general 
air of happy commotion and 
even the so-called rations in 
Dublin have no counterpart 
across the channel, the airport 
is usually as crowded as most 
other focal points in that lively 
and curious capital.

EDITORIAL 


UN: A BALANCE SHEET 


EVEN THOUGH IT CANNOT PREVENT WAR, IT CAN STILL DO SOMETHING ABOUT BUILDING PEACE 


A group of forcign-affairs experts, relates 
Anne O'Hare McCormick, were discussing the 
manifold evidence that the world is going to 
hell in a handbasket—the British crisis, the 
Greek crisis, the Chinese crisis, the European 
crisis, etc., etc. Someone asked, “What is the 
most alarming development in. the world to- 
day?” There was 100% agreement on the an- 
swer: the decline of public confidence in the 
United Nations. “If the U.N. worked, or even 
gave evidence that it could work, all the other 
problems would be soluble.” 

Along Manhattan’s East River, where U.N.’s 
stately new home will soon arise, a project to 
beautify the surrounding area got nowhere be- 
cause it would have displaced, among other 
buildings, a branch YMCA used for layovers 
by railroad men. Said a trainman, “Why don’t 
they make U.N. work before they try to make 
it beautiful?” 

This week the 55 nations who comprise the 
General Assembly of the U.N. meet two years 
after U.N.’s founding, Instead of the high hopes 
and promises attending its birth, the Assem- 
bly meets amid serious proposals that the whole 
organization be scrapped or overhauled be- 
yond recognition. Congressman Eaton, chair- 
man of the House Foreign Affairs Committee, 
wants to kick Russia out of the U.N. at once, 
which is tantamount to junking the charter. 
Has U.N. no function, no future at all? 


The Veto 


‘The most discussed cause of U.N.’s eclipse is 
the overuse of the veto by Russia. Of 20 vetoes 
which stopped action by the Security Council 
these last two years, Russia cast 18, France 2 
The veto is now being used for the most tri 
and selfish reasons. Russia, whose record in- 
cludes seven vetoes in a single week, has 
it to bar Italy, Ireland and Portugal from ad- 
mission to the U.N., to keep prying eyes out 
of the Balkans and otherwise to shield Com- 
munist imperialism. The Assembly, where the 
veto doesn’t operate, last year besought th 
Council to adopt some self-denying bylaws 
about the use of the veto. But the veto, or the 
threat of it, has prevented action even on that. 
No wonder the Security Council has become a 
laughingstock as a war-preventing body. 

To say that U.N. has failed because of 20 
vetoes, however, would be comparable to what 
the drunken driver told himself. At a bend in 
an open parkway he struck the one lone tree, 
backed away, tried again, struck the same tree. 
He tried again and again, maybe 20 times. Then 
he gave up, muttering, “Losht! Losht in an 
impenetrable forest.” 

To most intelligent critics, it was clear from 
the moment the veto was first proposed at 
Dumbarton Oaks that the Security Council, 
so limited, would never be more than a military 
alliance. If the alliance were to last, so would 
peace; if not, U.N. could do nothing about it. 
Full of vision, victory and vodka, the Big Three 


used 
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had publicly assured everyone they would be 
friends forever. Privately they put some Phila- 
delphia lawyers to work and came up with the 
veto; but Stettinius, Gromyko and the rest 
promised that this was a mere formal safe- 
guard of sovereignty. “It 
said the Big Five jointly, “that the permanent 
members . . . would use their ‘veto’ power will- 
fully to obstruct the operation of the Council.” 

Tt is now plain that these verbal assurances 
were—verbal assurances. It is not U.N.’s fault 
that the military alliance has fallen apart. The 
weakness in U.N. was there from the begi 
ning. If there was reason to support U.N. in 
1945—and there was—there may be reason to 
support it now. So let us ignore the veto tree 
for a moment and see whether the surrounding 
forest is really impenetrable. 


Other Uses 


Those who saw through the veto were the 
first to pin their hopes on U.N.’s peace-building 
rather than on its war-preventin tie 


The Economic and Social Council and its sub- 
sidiaries were to study and combat hunger. 
poverty and the world’s economic frictions. 


The Educational, Scientific and Cultural Or- 
ganization was to hack away at religious and 
racial intolerance and set standards of world 
thought and feeling. These bodies cannot point 
to any great concrete achievements as yet, 
beyond the intellectual sweat of hundreds of 
meetings and a few careful formulas and reso- 
lutions. But that is not failure. They are set- 
ting goals and creating machinery which ought 
o shape relations between peoples (if not be- 
ir governments) for a whole era. Two 
ot too long for a beginning.

A year and a half ago Gromyko stalked from 
the chamber where the U.N. was hearing Iran’s 
case against Communist usurpers in Azerbaijan. 
But the hearings went on, and people in Cal- 
cutta, New South Wales and Kansas began 
looking at maps of Azerbaijan and wondering 
what the Commies were up to. Shortly there- 
after Moscow recalled its troops from Iran. 

In Indonesia, U.N, at least found a formula 
to keep a spotlight on an unhappy situation. 
In Palestine the report of a U.N. commission 
in favor of partition (an idea which the British 
proposed nine years ago) will give the weight 
of disinterestedness to a solution which would 
otherwise seem imposed. These and a host of 
other problems—British troops in Egypt, our 
own Pacific trusteeships, atomic-energy con- 
trol, etc.—are before the General Assembly 
and therefore before that embryonic but pow- 


erful abstraction, the conscience of the peoples 
of the world. Because the Assembly exists it 
is a little easier for the concerned citizen to tell 
truth from falsehood, greed from sense, than 
it would be otherwise. Says John Foster Dulles, 
who was among the first to write off the Se- 
curity Council but has attended all meetings 
of the Assembly, “Every speaker before the 


Assembly is acutely conscious of the fact that 
many millions of people are watching and judg- 
ing. ... Almost always different governments 


presented their positions otherwise than they 
would have done had they been meeting in 
secret... . That is a fact of great moment.” 


And So? 


What Dulles and all U.N |-wishers hope 
is that this focus of opinion will gradually 
translate itself into a source of world prece- 
dents and customs, and so of world law. Inter- 
national law is not so plentiful that we can 
dispense with any possible source of it. 

As for the veto-bound Security Council, 
where public opinion is so nearly powerless 
against Communist resolution, that too must 
he tolerated for some time to come. Those who 
would give it up must first consider the alter- 
natives. The alternatives are either no inter- 
national forum at all, or a full federal govern- 
ment of part or all of the non-Russian world. 
Despite the growing strength of the world 
government movement, the latter proposition 
has not yet been accepted or adequately de- 
bated by the American people. It is only two 
years since Senator Vandenberg, returning 
from San Francisco after signing the U.N 
charter, assured his colleagues that “the flag 
stays on the dome of the Capitol.” Until we 
are readier to merge our sovereignty with our 
neighbors’, knowing which neighbors and on 
what basis, we had better not cut the slender 
ties that still hold the nations together. 

So for what it is—a forum and opinion- 
mobilizer—and for what it may become—a 
source of law and canon of behavior—we must 
preserve and support U.N. Every individual 
in the world has a responsibility in this, for 
cach is a unit of opinion. To the extent each 
is informed, and his judgment is moral, he de- 
termines the effectiveness of U.N. and such 
progress as can still be made toward peace.

Man-killing, 71-game match between fireball Ted Schroeder and phlegmatic Dinny Pails ends in U.S. victory 


In Forest Hills, N.Y. last week two long-legged California boys reaffirmed 
their ability to lick any tennis team in the world. Jack (“Jake”) Kramer and 
Ted Schroeder, who brought the Davis Cup back to the U.S. 10 months ago, 
again defeated Australia’s best. They did it, four matches to one, by playing 
the same slam-bang brand of tennis which 
dumbfounded the more leisurely Australians 
at Melbourne last December. Kramer so thor- 
oughly outclassed his two singles opponents 
that it was rather uninteresting to watch him, 
But the real hero of the two-man U.S. team 
was Schroeder. His three-hour conquest of 
Australian Champion Dinny Pails was one of 
the most dramatic battles in the Davis Cup’s 
47-year history. 

This was the match Schroeder had to win. 
If he lost to Pails, he knew the cup might go 
back to Australia on a technicality. Earlier 
Schroeder had defeated the Australian vet- 
eran Jack Bromwich. But he had unwittingly 
violated Davis Cup rules by having a masseur 
on the court, and the U.S. team unofficially 
offered to default the match to Bromwich. If

waived this point) the challengers needed only two more victories. They got 
one when Bromwich and Colin Long won their doubles match (p. 72). That 
left it up to Pails and Schroeder. Both men responded by playing over their 
heads. The match took 71 games, more than any other singles contest in the 
history of Davis Cup play. Pails’s back-court 
game was superb; his flat, wicked drives whis- 
tled deep tothe base lines, barely skimming the 
top of the net. Schroeder, who charges in ag- 
gressively on every opportunity, kept falling 
on the turf. After the first set he took off his 
tennis shoes. He played in his stocking feet 
for one point, then went barefoot until the 
fifth set. Finally he got permission from the 
referee to put on spiked shoes (next page). He 
was tired; this was his third grueling match in 
three days. But the deciding factor was his 
ability torush dramatically to the net and score 
breath-taking placements. When Pails tried 
similar tactics he made painful errors and in 
the end he defeated himself.

The Age of 
Enlightenment 


In the reign of France's Louis XV, the passion for reason became 


a-religion and the rule of women reached up to the kings throne

DEMOISELLE DE Corcxy kept a corpse in her coach. The 
‘Age of Reason was dawning in France—it was the 18th Cen- 
tury—and there were otherwise just not enough minutes in 

those days of wonderful Enlightenment for mademoiselle to pursue, 
like other dedicated bluestockings, the fascinating study of anatomy. 
But with the corpse handy and her scalpel as keen as M. de Voltaire’s 
wickedly witty mind, she could, while rattling over the Paris cobbl 
slice and eviscerate in daily officiation at the new faith whose deity 
was reason, whose ritual was science and whose high priests were the 
philosophes, the new order of literary skeptics. The outstanding ones, 
glittering with intellectuality, were Baron de Mon- 
tesquieu, Denis Diderot, Jean Jacques Rousseau 
and M., de Voltaire, especially Voltaire, for he had 
given the Enlightenment its watchword, “Ecrasez 
Tinfame” (Crush the infamous thing). The infa- 
mous thing was generally taken to mean the intoler- 
ance of any religious or social authority, but the 
censérs of King Louis XV were inclined to think 
it meant Church and state. For with the knife-edge 
of his wit, Monsieur de Voltaire had been anato- 
mizing both for half a century. 

In the history of the human spirit the Enlighten- 
ment was an interlude between the stake and fagots 
and the guillotine. It may be dated from the close 
of the 17th Century, when Western Europe was ex- 
hausted by dynastic wars, to 1789 when the French 
Revolution opened the cycle of great social wars 
which, by the middle of the 20th Century, have , 
again all but exhausted Europe and are still far from 
ended. The Enlightenment flowered under Louis XV, 
though it began in the time of Louis XIV, who 
reigned from 1643 to 1715 and outlived all his sons 
and grandsons, handing on to his great-grandson, 
Louis XV, a nation in which the king was absolute 
monarch and in which a bureaucracy ran the gov- 
ernment by an increasingly inflexible pattern of 
precedent. 

* In the history of nations the Enlightenment—a

—was the age when, as the result of conflicts culminating in the Sev- 
en Years’ War (the 1756-63 French and Indian War of American his- 
tory), the French lost much of their great colonial empire in the east 
and west to the British. It was the age when Prussia under Freder- 
ick the Great succeeded in dominating Central Europe, and Russia 
under Catherine the Great succeeded in dominating-Eastern Europe. 

In the history of economics it was the age when the production of 
wealth, which had been steadily increasing in Europe since the Mid- 
dle Ages, reached a vast new volume. Maritime commerce was swell- 
ing with the development of the new world, the exploitation of new 
colonies, the trade with the East. Overland commerce 
was pulsing along the newly constructed canals and 
roads, In England a process for smelting iron by pit 
coal was revived. The fly shuttle and the spinning 
jenny were invented. In France the milling of silk 
was perfected. 

In art it was the age when painters reproduced 
the gay upper-class life of the day (pp. 79-85) with 
a spirit that gave grace and elegance to the frivolity 
of court society. In social history the Enlighten- 
ment was the age when the middle class, which con- 
trolled the new sources of wealth, began to chal- 
lenge the once dominant aristocracy for overt pow- 
er in the state which they as bureaucrats were al- 
ready administering. 


HE great divide of cultures is the moment when 
| eas feel within themselves a force equal to 
the vicissitudes of new vision. The vision of the En- 
lightenment was freedom—freedom from supersti- 
tion, freedom from intolerance, freedom to know 
(for knowledge was held to be the ultimate power), 
freedom from the arbitrary authority of church or 
state, freedom to trade or work without vestigial 
feudal restrictions. This vision was embodied in the 
‘American Bill of Rights (for 18th Century America 
was also a part of the Enlightenment) and in the 
French Revolution’s Rights of Man. 

In the name of this vision the Enlightenment

AT THE SALON of the Comtesse de St. Brisson in Paris these bewigged 
aristocrats have gathered to hear a small chamber orchestra, if they can 
hear at all above their own chatter.

The Salons 


Societys grand ladies presided over the centers of wit and learning 


One of the glories of the 18th Century was thesalon, thesocial gath- 
ering place where the best minds of the day met and sparkled. Presid- 
ing over a salon was a full-time career for the wealthy but not neces- 
sarily noble lady of witand fashion. In Paris hostesses competed vigor- 
ously for the celebrities of the day. Usually each one tried hard to 
have a special flavor or character for her salon. Philosophers flocked 
to the salon of the Duchesse de Choiseul, economists to that of Mme. 
de Marchais. Other hostesses saved certain days for certain friends. 


Tuesdays at Mme. de Lambert’s were reserved for aristocrats who liked 
to discuss morals and metaphysics, Wednesdays were for authors and 
artists. On other days experiments were conducted in physics, chemis- 
try and hypnotism. 

Some salons became mere gossip parties where, as the Marquis d’Ar- 
genson wrote, “Conversation consists of nothing more than epigrams, 
ridiculous stories, monkey tricks... .”” But at its best the salon was 
far more important than the court in advancing the Enlightenment. 


MME. D’EPINAYwasa writer and host- 
ess of a brilliant salon. Among her not- 
ed guests were Rousseau and Diderot.

A Hunting Party 


Antoine Watteau, the greatest French 
painter of his day, created The Return 
from the Hunt in 1720 while visiting his 
close friends, M. and Mme. de Julienne, 
at their country estate on the River 
Marne. There Watteau saw many such 
deer-hunting parties and persuaded his 
host and hostess to pose for the couple 
(center, facing front) resting on the 
ground after the hunt with their tired 
companions and hounds. In the back- 
ground a cavalier, also just returned 
from the hunt, is helping a lady to her 
feet. 

Hunting and riding were particularly 
popular with the nobles, who found 
them lordly, luxurious pastimes which 
provided exercise and filled up their 
long leisure hours. Grand ladies often 
spent the morning in a leisurely canter 
through the Bois de Boulogne outside 
Paris, attended by an admiring cavalier. 
In praise of such 18th Century women, 
the brothers Goncourt wrote, ‘From 
the height of a horse, a woman looks a 
thousandfold more willing, more allur- 
ing, more enterprising, more venture- 
some; the horse gives her a new mag-

While most women in actuality wore 
a tailored, somewhat masculine riding 
habit, Watteau’s equestriennes were 
painted in billowing, shimmering satins, 
as if they had just stepped out of a court 
minuet.

From the previous era, the golden age of Louis XIV, the era of 
Louis XV inherited a well-formulated classicism. The heritage appeared 
in the noble, classical symmetry of Versailles (opposite page) and in 
all the arts and letters. The Age of Enlightenment appreciated clas- 
sical forms. The classicists believed the universe could be explained by 
mathematical rules, and human affairs should be conducted according 
to those rules. Reason, order and symmetry assumed almost as much 
importance as Father, Son and Holy Ghost. 


His cult of nature, his belief that civilization is evil and that 
man is by nature good until society corrupts him, entranced 18th Cen- 
tury society. Under the influence of his novels, Emile and La Nouvelle 
Heloise, the sophisticated people of a highly sophisticated age tried to 
cultivate simplicity and tenderness.

While this point of view was a Valuable 
corrective for some of the prejudices of earli- 
er times, it left no room for human emotion. 
French drama was patterned after strict rules 
derived from Aristotle in the Fourth Century 
B.C. Poetry became a vehicle for stilted mor- 
al discussions. The world of thought came to 
seem like the formal gardens of the day, with 
clipped hedges and orderly flower beds. 

‘The reaction against the rigidities of classie- 
ism was already in the air when Jean Jacques 
Rousseau began to spread his return-to-na- 
ture doctrines. The son of a shiftless French 
watchmaker, Rousseau was brought up in 
Switzerland, came to France to struggle for a 
living. He composed operas, wrote for Dide- 
rot’s encyclopedia and invented a system 
of musical notation. His famous Confessions 


given real, practical significance. He advised 
pregnant women to undo the cruelly tight cor- 
sets that were in fashion and allow their un- 
born children to develop normally. He scold- 
ed the women of France for refusing to nurse 
their own babies. He formulated theories of 
education which have since been adopted by 
all good schools. He stressed the need for 
healthy, country vacations and declared that 
children should develop naturally instead of 
being forced at an early age to conform to 
adult standards. 

In the perfected society which he outlined 
in his most famous work, The Social Con- 
tract, Rousseau established principles of gov- 
ernment that should serve as a standard for 
any government: moral and legal equality 
for all men, sovereignty of the people and su- 
preme authority of the general will. His faith

The greatest li y giant and Jack-of-all- 
trades of the era was Frangois Marie Arouet, 
who, after having been jailed for his outspok- 
en writings, changed his name to Voltaire. He 
wrote plays, polemics, histories, society verses 
and romances. Today his best-known work is 
a cynical adventure story, Candide (left). No 
mere theorist, Voltaire fought courageously 
for reason and justice. He braved the wrath 
of authorities and the Church to defend the 
family of a Protestant named Calas who had 
been executed for a crime he did not commit. 
Aman of great intellectual toleran e he was 
also enormously vain and would viciously at- 
tack anybody who threatened his position. A 
philosopher, he also was a shrewd and greedy 
stor who made a fortune out of financial 
ulations. In 1750 Voltaire accepted an 
invitation to the court of Frederick the Great 
of Prussia. There he talked and bickered with 
Frederick and compared his majesty’s poems 
to dirty linen. Voltaire at 83 returned in tri- 
umph to Paris, died of old age and excitement. 


FREDERICK THE GREAT of Prussia 
(1712-86), Voltaire’s crony and patron, 
was an enlightened despot who worked in- 
cessantly to strengthen his country but 
still found time to write poems, discuss 
philosophy, play concertos on his flute. 


DENIS DIDEROT (1713-84), compiler of 
first great encyclopedia, was once a Paris 
bookseller’s hack. It took 20 years to fin- 
ish the encyclopedia, which was entitled 
Dictionary of Sciences, Arts and Trades. All 
of the best writers of France contributed. 


Diderot 


His encyclopedia 
spread knowledge 


The thirst for knowledge, which animated 
the enlightened 18th Century man, was satis 
fied to an impressive degree by Diderot’s en- 
cyclopedia. Denis Diderot aimed to collect in 
one many-volumed work all the new knowl- 
edge that was inaccessible to most people. For 
20 years Diderot drudged. He and his writers 
were constantly harassed by churchmen who 
feared the encyclopedists’ spirit of specula- 
tion. He spent his days in workshops (right), 
studying manufacturing processes, and at 
night set down what he learned in his new 
work. By thus disclosing and spreading trade 
secrets, Diderot helped bring to an end the 
guilds’ restraints on industry. 

Short of funds, badgered by the Church and 
the political authorities in France, Diderot 
in 1773 went to Russia where Catherine the 
Great contributed to his support. He stayed 
there for several months, arguing impudent- 
ly with the great Catherine, forgetting to call 
her Your Majesty,” sometimes in the heat 
of discussion even slapping the royal knee. 


CATHERINE THE GREAT of Russia 
(1729-96), another enlightened despot, 
lured Diderot to her court at St. Peters- 
burg. She busily imported French, Italian 
and English culture into Russia, but lib- 
eralism with her was more fad than fact.

finally reversed the whole trend of European culture. Before the 
Enlightenment culture had been essentially religious. Carrying fur- 
ther the work of the Renaissance, the Enlightenment made culture 
essentially secular. Before the Enlightenment the proper study of 
mankind had been the will of God. The proper study of mankind, 
said the Enlightenment with the voice of Alexander Pope, is man. 
Revelation had been held to be the highest form of truth, Look- 
ing back to Descartes, the 17th Century French philosopher who 
had synthesized mathematics and philosophy, and to Newton, the 
English physicist whose theory of gravitation had systematized all 
the discoveries of contemporary science, the Enlightenment sought 
system and reason in all things, There is no truth, said the Enlight- 
enment, which cannot stand the test of reason. Slowly and surely 
the Enlightenment began that process whereby philosophy, the 
search for truth, was supplanted by science, the search for facts. 
Theology, the effort to know God’s will, was replaced by history, 
the record of man’s follies. ‘ 

The Enlightenment is one great source of modern culture. In a 
brief 100 years, it revised the fundamental ideas of man’s destiny 
and purpose which civilization had developed over more than 
1,000 years. The Enlightenment was the intellectual chemistry 
whose gradual precipitate was the modern mind—secular, practical 
and utilitarian. 

The function of the Middle Ages had been to reconstruct human 
civilization from the debris of fallen Rome. The function of the 
Renaissance had been to liberate the creative energies of the in- 
dividual man and to reunite the culture of the ancient world with 
the culture that man had developed since. These movements had 
been spontaneous and organic. Their ideas were evolved, not super- 
imposed. The Enlightenment in France began with ideas, and its 
immediate purpose was to reform or revolutionize French life. 

It was a rather discouraging prospect. For one doubt rarely as- 
sailed the other skeptical French mind of that century; few 
doubted that French civilization had reacheda perfection unmatched 
in human history. 


N the museum at Versailles there hangs a picture by the 18th 
Century painter Olivier. Behind an open clavichord sits a little 
high, delicately white-paneled walls rise to the 
corniced ceiling; ceiling-high windows of many panes let in, the 
light, or, more probably, through them the light within holds off 
for a moment the crowding dark without. Above a tall mirror por- 
traits of two noble women gaze down from their height at a com- 
pany below. It is the salon of the Prince de Conti, one of the most 
distinguished salons in 18th Century France. Its presiding spirit is 
the prince’s mistress, the Comtesse de Boufflers, who is busy with 
a chafing dish, for on these intimate occasions servants are excused. 

The boy at the clavichord is young Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart, 
the most famous child prodigy of his time. The little company is 
quite unconscious that it is dwarfed by the noble proportions of 
the hall it has chosen for its setting; in stiff, knee-length, embroid- 
ered jackets, the men stand and talk or roam about. The women, 
like honeybees, with wide panniered skirts and tight bodices above 
tiny, corseted waists, sit, rove, flirt with their fans, The conversa- 
tion, like an intricate, dignified dance, weaves in and out, retreats, 
softens, swells, as one or another joins or falls out; sometimes wit, 
like a grace note, flashes, sometimes laughter tinkles. 

We know the names of these figures to which even recollection 
can now give no more duration than a note of music—the Princesse 
de Beauvau, the Comtesse d’Egmont, the Maréchale de Luxembourg, 
the Maréchale de Mirepoix. These are among the great names of 
the 18th Century salons and they pluck wistfully for a moment at 
the iron chord of history as the quills of a harpsichord pluck at its 
metal strings. . 

Conversation was the impalpable element that held the men and 
women of this society ina common bond. The 18th Century talked 
itself into the immortality of memoirs and anecdotes, for conversa- 
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Age of Enlightenment commucs 


tion was an art; indeed, in France, the age had none greater. It was 
talk of dry grace; common sense and clarity were its prerequisites. 
Earnestness was at a discount. Talk was an easy modulation of bon 
mots, gallantries, clear analysis of political and moral questions, light 
mockery of the question of human fate—brilliant, winged, facile 
talk. 

Sometimes the thrusts were merely catty, as when her friends 
praised Mme. de Lutzelbourg for being, at 68, one of the most active 
women in France. “‘As active,” snapped the Marquise de Polignac, 
“as fleas can make her.” Sometimes a flash of wit like burning mag- 
nesium ribbon lit up character or problem, A talkative cardinal 
was describing to sceptical Mme. du Deffand the martyrdom of St. 
Denis, who, when his head was cut off, picked it up and carried it 
in his hands. What was less well known, said the cardinal, was that 
the saint walked with his head under his arm from Montmartre to 
the church of St. Denis, a distance of some 6 miles. “Ah, Mon- 
seigneur,” said Madame du Deffand gravely, “dans une telle situa- 
tion, il n'y a que le premier pas qui coiite” (in a situation like that, it 
is only the first step that is the hardest). 

This glittering, brittle, fastidious life of the salons made 18th 
Century France the motherland of European culture and Paris the 
capital of the human mind. It was a woman’s world. Louis XV was 
the legitimate king of France, but in his time the country had had 
as many separate reigns as the king had had mistresses. There had 
been the reign of Mme. de Prie, of Madame de Mailly, of Ma- 
dame de Chateauroux, of Madame de Pompadour (whom the 
king’s daughter, Mademoiselle Adelaide, called “Mama Strumpet”) 
and of Madame du Barry. 

Coming up to Paris from Bordeaux, Monte:

M. de Jully would be astonished indeed if someone were to tell 
him that he does not care for me at all. It would be a cruel trick to 
play on him, and me also, for he is the sort of man to be thoroughly 
put out if he were robbed of his hobby.” 

The worldliness is of a piece with the wit and explains better 
than definitions the only reverence 18th Century France knew—the 
reverence for common sense. These women were tacticians of char- 
acter. Their realism was of the unclouded kind that is invulnerable 
to pity. Their world held for them only one terror, ennui, and 
only one horror, a lapse of taste. It was one of the most elegantly 
unreal worlds in history, a world which drained away the resources 
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Age of Enlightenment aris 


ofa country and lay oppressively on an impoverished and overbur- 
dened people. 

Of the four men—Montesquieu, Diderot, Voltaire and Rousseau 
—who chiefly meant the Enlightenment to this scintillant and fore- 
doomed society, the least influential in France was Montesquieu. 
But his book, The Spirit of the Laws, propounded a doctrine of the 
separation of powers between the legislative and executive branches 
of government which influenced profoundly the framers of the 
American Constitution. 

Denis Diderot had an all-embracing influence on his country for 
he had an omnibus talent. First of psychological novelists (Le Neveu 
de Rameau), evolutionary biologist at the dawn of the age of evolu- 
tion, art critic and devout philosophical materialist, he was most 
famous for his editorship of the encyclopedia (p. 89). This vast 
work, which ran through six editions and to which practically all 
the philosophes contributed, was the greatest single propaganda fo- 
cus of Enlightenment in France, Voltaire wrote the article on his 
tory, Rousseau wrote the article on music. Montesquieu contrib- 
uted an essay on taste. The physiocrats, Turgot and Quesnay, 
wrote on economic subjects advocating economic enlightenment 
in the form of laissez fuire, free trade and enterprise unhampered 
by mercantilism, which had placed the hard hand of state regu- 
lation on business. 

The plan was ambitious, the success remarkable. The editors 
made a brave effort to keep an enlightened, critical and scientific 
attitude and to free themselves from the prejudices of the past. The 
encyclopedia’s articles on science insisted on the experimental 
method. The most advanced views on political economy were pre- 
sented. The happiness of the working class was declared to be the 
chief purpose of good government. The historical and religious 
articles were conservative; they had to get by the censor, But fre 
thought and attacks on authority were slipped into casual pie 
Thus the article on Aius Locutius, a Roman deity, urged freedom 
of thought; the article on Juno cast doubt on the Virgin, 


LTHOUGH they were banded together to advance tolerance 
and reason, the encyclopedists quarreled among themselves. 
Many of them, Diderot included, bitterly attacked Voltaire because 
he acknowledged the existence of a creator, although Voltaire’s God 
was not the God of Christianity but the impersonal Supreme Being 
of the deists,a God who created man and then left him to his own 
devices, having no interest in his actions or ultimate salvation. 
The Enlightenment had no mbre complete or prolific son than 
Voltaire. He was almost involuntarily witty and organically skeptical. 
But what he believed, he believed in fanatically. He believed in the 
physics of Sir Isaac Newton, the psychology of John Locke, freedom 
of thought, civil rights and personal security. In his Age of Louis 
XIV and his Essay on the Manners and Spirit of the Nations Voltaire 
revolutionized the writing of history by discussing social and eul- 
tural movements instead of simply chronicling the succession of 
kings and wars. But his famous work, one of the few books of the 
Enlightenment that is still read for pleasure, is Candide (p. 88), 
which savagely satirized the complacent belief, falsely derived from 
orthodox philosophers, that this is the best of all possible worlds. 
Unlike other philosophes, Voltaire had cut deep intoamore enduring 
subject than doctrinaire controversy or the battle of ideas—the 
eternal subject of human folly. 

Voltaire and Diderot had been popularizers of the scientific and 
philosophic sides of the Enlightenment. Jean Jacques Rousseau 
(p. 87) was the great prophet of the democratic revolution in every 
field. His Social Contract, with its theory of the right to power of 
the sovereign people, was a powerful spur to the French Revolution. 
‘Through Rousseau, the Enlightenment leads directly to the Revo- 
lution. He was dead before it came. So was Voltaire. This was a pity, 
for a very minor confrontation of values during The Terror might 
have tickled the old philosopher's ironic sense. Mme. de Gramont 
had possibly never had an idea in her unenlightened head when 
she was called before the Revolutionary Tribunal to stand trial 
for her life. “Had she ever aided the aristocrats who had escaped 
abroad?” the court asked her. Mme. de Gramont knew that if she 
answered yes she would be guillotined at once. For some seconds 
she looked at her judges in silence, then, ‘I was going to answer. 
no,” she said, “but life is not worth the lie.”

America’s children are returning to school 
again. They will face a deplorable condition 
brought about by the shameful neglect and in- 
difference of their parents who stood idly by 
while more than 350,000 school teachers quit 
the teaching profession since 1939. The figure 
is staggering. It represents over one-third of 
the total number of school teachers in America. 
The loss of these teachers has weakened our 
schools to a frighteningly low level. The harm 
to America’s children is beyond calculation. 

The situation is getting worse. Nobody 
wants to be a teacher. Young people turn to 
other occupations. In colleges, where teachers 
are trained, the seats are empty. There is no 
one to take the place of the teacher who is leav- 
ing the profession. 

The war greatly increased the birth rate. 
Soon these war-born children will appear at 
the schoolhouse door. Many of them are chil- 
dren of veterans. Increased enrollment will 
reach a peak in 1952. There will be more pu- 
pils...and fewer teachers... inferior school- 
ing for millions of our youngsters. 


Condemning Our Children to Inferiority 


Teachers are quitting the profession be- 
cause they are underpaid. There are many 
teachers whose pay is less than $900 a year. 
They are victims of our short-sightedness. 
The high cost of living has wiped out their 
savings. Jobs outside the schools offer better 
pay. The teachers are taking them. They will 
continue to do so until the American people 
decide to pay teachers a living wage. 

This nation cannot afford to continue short- 
changing its teachers. American wages for all 
others have been raised substantially in recent 
years. The national income has increased 300 


percent since the war began, yet teachers’ in- 
comes have been raised only twelve percent. 
It’s as crazy as it is shameful. 


A Crazy and Shameful Condition 

It is a miracle that there are good teachers 
in this country who sacrifice themselves and 
their substance to remain in the profession. 
Some of them are forced to work at outside 
jobs after school hours to remain on the ragged 
edge of respectability. Must we sit back, doing 
nothing, until these teachers are forced to 
strike for a living wage? Can we afford to let 
that happen? 

In the meantime, American children are 
being robbed of a fair start in life. Five million 
of school age are not in school at all. Millions 
of others are herded into huge classes where 
there is little chance to learn. 


Kids Headed for Jails 

Idle children are roaming the streets. There 
is a rising tide of juvenile delinquency. Juve- 
nile courts are over-burdened... youth on the 
skids to jail. 

America cannot afford to waste its children. 
They are America. 

Right now we are denying America’s chil- 
dren ...and America itself. The situation is 
completely out of hand, and what has devel- 
oped into a serious condition is now becoming 
a national catastrophe. 


What We Can Do About It 

No citizen, no man or woman, can afford to 
let this catastrophe engulf America. The time 
for action is now .. . work through your Par- 
ents and Teachers groups...call on your 
superintendent of schools and the mayor of 
your town or city and volunteer to help meet 
this threat to democracy.

At IBM they again prepare for a buyers’ market 


‘As Thomas J. Watson rose to speak (above), a 
hush fell upon the supersalesmen of International 
Business Machines. Not a disrespectful cough dis- 
turbed the air in the great tent at Endicott, N.Y., 
a region known to the men of IBMas the Valley of 
Opportunity and to outsiders as the Susquehanna 
River Valley. Mr. Watson was talking to the an- 
nual meeting of the IBM “Hundred Percent Club,? 
where 857 salesmen, the cream of the company’s 
20,000 employes, had gathered last month to re- 


ceive their reward—and renew their inspiration. 

Although IBM made more money last year 
($18 million after taxes) thanever before, the time 
had come for salesmen to start selling again. War- 
time scarcities had left salesmen with little more 
to do than show what goods were available. Now 
there were more goods, competition was picking 
up and buyers could be choosier. For the men of 
IBMas well as for three million other Americans 
who make their living selling things, it was time to 


oil up the rusty techniques of hustling up orders. 

These techniques have been polished by IBM 
until they shine with an almost blinding glare (fol- 
lowing pages). The reward of practicing them aver- 
ages annually $8,900 for members of the Hundred 
Percent Club. In addition these top salesmen got 
a $100 bonus check at Endicott and a blue lapel 
badge. But beyond even that they had the chance 
to spend three days with Mr. Watson, who is their 
chief inspiration and very definitely their hoss.

The salesmen are the elite of IBM, but they must 
travel a long and rigorous road before they finally 
take their places with the other Hundred Percenters 
at the side of Mr. Watson (in center at left). IBM 
believes that salesmen are made, not born. It man- 
ufactures a salesman on an assembly line as care- 
fully—and almost as uniformly—as the cost-re- 
cording devices, electric timing and alarm systems, 
electric typewriters and accounting machines he is 
to sell. First the salesman must attend IBM’s school 
at Endicott, where his education begins even before 
he reaches a classroom. Engraved in gold on the 
lobby steps, one word on each riser, are the com- 
mands: READ, LISTEN, DISCUSS, OBSERVE, 
THINK. Inside the classrooms—and, in fact, in al- 
most every room in every building owned by the 
company—hang the ubiquitous mottoes of IBM: 
“THINK,” the company's motto of mottoes, “Aim 
High and Think in Big Figures,” “Serve and Sell” 
and scores of others, some of which appear below.

Once a salesman has been imbued with the IBM 
spirit and is assigned to a territory in the U.S. or in 
any of the 79 foreign lands in which IBM operates, 
he is sent forth to fulfill his destiny. He wears a 
conservative suit and a stiffly starched white shirt, 
the hallmark of IBM, He has been instructed to be 
extremely careful about smoking and drinking (Mr. 
Watson neither smokes nor drinks) and to keep his 
shoes shined at all times. Even in the Hundred Per- 
centers’ convention quarters in “Tent City” (above), 
where the salesmen had an opportunity to cease 
wrestling with their destinies and relax, a special 
tent was set aside nearby for bootblacks. 

Like Reginald Burns and Jack Byrne (below), 
IBM’s salesmen take deep pride in their personal 
appearance, their training and their slogans. Al- 
though they know that “We have no Supermen in 
our Organization, and no Great Genius,” they also 
are aware that “This is the Great Age of Man” and 
that “Every Achievement Opens a New Frontier.”

Under such ideal conditions there would seem to be no dark ud on the 
IBM horizon.

They are 
the markets and exchanges for any kind of shadowy business. They 
are the home of the homeless. 

The main waiting room in Frankfurt is always filled with travel- 
ers, waiting for a train that may be unpredictably late. But the real 
life you find only in what is called the Speisehalle (the dining room) 
at the east side of the station. It is a big, square room lit by a few 
bare bulbs in the ceiling. You can cut the air into pieces. People 
who want something to eat or drink here have to line up and strug- 
gle for hours through the crowds. Then they get a glass of watery 

er or a cup of ersatz bouillon, on food ration stamps—if they 
can lay out a 10-mark guarantee for the glass or the cup in their 
hand. Without that none of those overworked waiters would take 
a chance, 


Diamonds, soap, suitcases 


HE. biggest crowd, however, which is always pressing in and 
out of the room day and night, is not there to eat. It has other 
business to do. The bulk of it is made up of youngsters, boys and 
girls between 15 and 25. If you push your way through that crowd 
or loiter, you hear soft whispered words: “Pound of butter? Ten 
seer Retail price? Pair of boots? Lard? How much a kilo? Ten 
gs of flour to be swapped. Two cartons. Chesterfields preferred. 
Diamonds? No business here. Go south station. Have you coffee? 
Want chocolate? Soap? A suitcase?” Looks are exchanged, but 
mostly under half-closed eyelids, each watching the other one’s re- 
action. Somebody hisses, “Papers? Who needs papers? Come 
to track 16. Passport. Nice new name.” Sometimes there is a sudden 
rush, a hastening from all sides to get out. Get out. They're coming. 
“Little raid” or “big raid.” Little raids are from the German police. 
One does not take them too seriously except for the girls, who may 
be taken to a health station, examined and, if infected with vene- 
real disease, put in a public hospital. There the medical care is said 
to be good, the food awful, the treatment gruesome. Afterward the 
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girls are released with a “hunting license,” a health certificate. 
Most of them go right back to the station or to their favorite night 
bar. There are too many of these to be supervised or controlled. 
The boys taken into custody during little raids are released imme- 
diately if they possess anything that looks like an identification. 
"They have no rooms and no food for us,” one boy explained. 

The “big,” or “grown-up,” raids are made by the MPs. These are 
more dangerous bee if a be caught without identification 
papers he is considered to be a displaced person and liable to de- 
tention in a DP camp. But the wise young denizens of the railroad 
station know how to get hol papers. 

“How did it come to this? Simple enough,” a boy named Dieter 
explained to me when I was there for the first time. “I was taken 
prisoner during the last days of the war. I’m 22 now. You get tired 
of the camp. Most of us were fed up with the military long ago. 
One day it was announced that 500 would be released for Hesse. 
You always were released for the district where you could prove 
residence. As a matter of fact I'm from Saxony. But there’s nobody 
waiting for me there except Ivan, who might put me into a forced- 
labor battalion. My father, the dope, was a big-shot Nazi. He’s in 
a detention camp now, himself. Our home was bombed out long 
ago. 

“The hell Td go to Saxony! So I signed up for He Ire- 
membered the name of a friend from here who was killed in * 
I said I was he. I knew the address and the first names of his family. 
So I went with the first transport. His folks didn’t give me away. I 
stayed there for a couple of weeks. Then they couldn't keep me any 
longer. Since then I've changed my name three times. I'm begin- 

ing to forget the real one. Work? Hell! Go and try it, mister. I did. 
For three weeks I worked with a decent master in my old craft, ad- 
vanced plumbing. But this was against regulations. To work in this 
city I need a working li and I don’t get a working li ease 
as [don’t have housing Ii rense, and I don’t geta housing license 
or food stamps as s I haven’t got a working The old 
merry-go-round, Besides, what would I ge for wo king?

He’s got the car and the cash but I’ve got the brains and the 
nerve. I'm outsmarting him. I make about 500 marks a day. Four 
hundred I spend for food. I must be strong for this sort of life. A 
hundred I put aside for a new suit. Wait till I wear it! Then you'll 
see I’m a businessman. 

“Sunk? Going down? Not me! Know who’s getting sunk? Who’s 

etting rotten? My master, the honest plumber for whom I worked. 
ok at me. Do I have a dirty neck? I have a warm bath or a shower 
every morning. Down there in the washroom of the railroad station 
there’s good clean service. You must be there around 6 in the 
morning, then you don’t have to stand in line so long. Most of us 
boys have our warm bath in the morning. My master, he has no 
warm water, no food, no clothes. He’s going down—not me! I sleep 
in the daytime, in the youth bunker, which is under public s 
vision. Or at night, if I’ve made enough money, in a brothel. That 
you must see—if you can keep quiet. They've fixed up three or four 
cellars now with about a dozen mattresses. Well hidden in the ruins. 
No MP can find it. They pick only girls who come right out of the 
nunnery (the VD hospital), then they are safe. But the boys who 
are running that place are very mean.” 

Five minutes later, outdoors in the dark again, the businessman 
had asked him where his mother was. He couldn't tell.

tragic although most of them are pathetic. Each illustrates some 
phase of the terrible task of human reconstruction which faces 
Germany. The ordinary problems of youth, such as adolescence 
and education, are lost in the overwhelming ones of keeping alive 
and of finding some nonvicious, nondestructive ideal to replace the 
exploded ideal of Nazism. 

One evening in Heidelberg an old play of mine was beingrevived— 
The Captain of Koepenick, which I had written in 1930 at the time 
of Hitler’s rise and had meant as a warning to the German people 
against a new nationalism and militarism. 

The theater was packed. I felt that most of the audience at this 
opening would be sympathetic to the play (which is well remem. 
bered in Germany) and sympathetic to an author who was exiled 
by the Nazis. The others would stay away. 


A few whistles 


pas was generally right. The majority of the audience came in 
order to enjoy an evening of “free theater” and to celebrate its 
return, After the first scene—and even after the second and third 
—there was some shrill and sharp whistling from the gallery and 
from some parts of the balcony, which in Europe means what boo- 
ing does in America. This only challenged the applause of the huge 
majority who wanted to make this evening a success, and after the 
fourth or fifth scene (the play has 21) the whistling died down 
and stopped entirely. Sitting in the first row of the balcony, I 
had turned around when the first whistling began and had seen a 
tall, young blond man taking his fingers out of his mouth when the 
lights went on.I watched the: fellow throughout the evening. Hedidn’t 
viistle any more but sat with crossed arms and a somber face. 

At the end of the performance I followed him when he walked 
out of the theater. I was sure that he had not seen me before and 
would take me for some German civilian. 

“You can do me a great favor,” I said to him, without introduc- 
ing myself, “if you will tell me, quite frankly, why you whistled 
after the first few scenes of the play and why you stopped whistling 
later.” 

“Why do you want to know that?” he asked suspiciously. 

“Well,” Isaid, “I happen to be the man who wrote that play. That 
‘was long ago. I still lived in Germany and was a German then. Later 
I became an American and I’m traveling now for the U.S. War De- 
partment. You must see that I’m not a spy or an informer. I’m only

interested in what you and your generation may think or feel about 
these matters. If you'd like to have a talk with me, it would be fine. 
If not, call it a day.” 

“Quite an adventure,” he said with a curious smile. 

“For me, too,” I said. “Now I’ve got to go backstage to see the 
actors. If you want to meet me tonight or tomorrow, I can supply a 
warm room and perhaps some coffee and cigarets. If you have some 
comrades who feel the same way you do and who would be in- 
terested in such a discussion, just bring them along. My only 
wish is that you be frank with me, even if it is rough. I'll be the 
same.” 

He came with four other young men, all of them veterans of the 
war in Russia, mostly officers, now students. They had all seen the 
play, disliked it at first, having heard about its “bad reputation.” 
They had become doubtful and lost the original impulse to demon- 
strate against it. This in itself shows a difference from Nazi times. 
Young Nazis, before 1933, would have been sent to such a play 
with the order to whistle and disturb, Then they would have done 
it without even listening to the show. These boys, at least, tried 
to form their own opinions. 

What were their opinions? At first, they said, they had the feeling 
that it was an insult to the “most sacred things of the nation.” 
Then they were not so sure any more. 

We spent hours in an attempt to clear up what were the “most 
sacred things of thenation.” One man, a student of modern history 
came to the conclusion that—in contrast to other nations, for ex- 
ample the English, who had a history of expansion over the world 
—the Germans, with their open borders always threatened in the 
west and the east, became “introverted” and developed a sort of 
special idealism which he called Reinheit (purity). This purity of 
the soul could be expressed in the discipline, the self-sacrifice, of 
the soldier. 

It took more hours to convince them of the necessary failure of 
such a nebulous philosophy and the dangers involved in such 
illusions. When the morning dawned we had reached a sort of gen- 
eral agreement that the modern world could only be one of mutual 
understanding between peoples, races, classes or no world at all 
and that Germany had to follow to a new ideal, not fight against 
the world and try to dominate it but try to understand it and be- 
come a creative part of the whole. 

It was a long and tedious night, full of setbacks and confusion, 
but at least it was possible to argue the point. 


A lady and her ruins 


N a private chamber-music party in a cultivated German home 
—a few of them still exist, especially in the countryside—I 
met a lady of about 50 who at first seemed very snobbish. The first 
look proved to be correct, the second was worse. 

The lady produced a photograph album and showed it around. 
It contained pictures of her fine house, almost a palace, i 
southwestern German city. The first 10 pages showed it as it wi 
before the war with its halls, dining rooms, m salons, servants’ 
wing, gardeners’ quarters, riding stable, tennis court and guest 
house. The second 10 pages showed the estate after the first bomb- 
ing and burning; the last third of the album showed “her” ruins. 
She seemed to be enormously proud of them and later on she in- 
vited me for a little party in her poor, reduced accommodations. 
The husband was an industrialist who might have to stand trial, 
but she said she wasn’t a bit afraid of it. 

She was still a very attractive woman, and she boasted that she 
never used German transportation for her travel but only American 
staff cars. I don’t know whether this was the truth, Curiosity drove 
me to join her party. 

When I arrived at her address it really looked like the pictures 
in her album: just ordinary ruins. But there was a servant with an 
18th Century lantern who showed me down carpeted stairs to a 
cellar apartment where I was received by a real butler in tails and 
white gloves who took my coat and announced my name to the 

rty. 

Pethey had several rooms underground, all decorated in the most 
elegant way with Persian carpets and fine antiques. Dinner was 
served on silver and valuable china. The host and hostess could not 
stop apologizing for their reduced conditions. The album with the 
pictures of past splendor was laid out on a sort of shrine covered 
with purple velvet. The place was overheated and I did not ask 
where the coal came from. 

That same day I had done some research on how an average 
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RAILWAY STATION in Frankfurt provides accommodations for travelers. 
‘These beds are in a shelter bencath main waiting room, rent for 3¢ a night. 
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student lives, The weekly fat ration, I discovered, including all 
kinds of butter, fat, lard or grease, was 75 grams. This is roughly 
the equivalent of an eighth of a pound of butter. 

Despite his meager diet and all-round somber lot, the avera; 
student has no desire for change by means of another war. He 
fervently wishes to go abroad. When he despairs he does not blame 
other countries as do his elders. He does not talk about politics. He

,”’ said one boy to me, “one could work for the Americans. 
When we were released from the PW camp they offered us work in 
one of their transitory stations. There is decent food, clean cots. It’s 
even warm. You can apply for admission to one of these camps 
voluntarily. But before I go back to any camp in my life, whatever 
it may be, I'd rather die in a ditch.” 

Many boys declared that they would rather perish alone than 
endure any kind of regimentation. There was a strong prejudice 
against any kind of collective living. They hated the idea of being 
herded. A few of them said that only marriage could save them. It 
had to be the right one, of course. But it seemed doubtful if they 
could find the right one in the railroad station. 


“Business” keeps them healthy 


Ms. of this vagrant youth did not look really exhausted or 
worn out. Some of them seemed quite hardy. It was as Dieter 
said: if they were in “business” they lived better, fed themselves 
better and kept themselves cleaner than the ones who went to 
work. Many of the girls seemed worse off than the boys, although 
not all the girls lived on prostitution, some were in “business” 
too. 

Once a girl to whom I had given a few cigarets showed me two 
rough-looking young men and said, “They wanted me to lure you 
into the ruins and rob you. They wouldn't mind killing a man.” 

When I turned to look at the boys they ran and disappeared in 
the crowd. “Now,” said the girl, “they have seen that I gave them 
away. They'll be after me. If I could only leave this place!” 

She began to tell me her story. After a few minutes I knew that 
she lied because her dialect was entirely different from the one that 
is spoken where she said she was born a rich girl. 

“If you want to tell me a story,” I said, “tell me a true one.” 
She told five different stories, none of them true but all of them not 
entirely untrue because she had picked them up from other girls to 
whom they had really happened. Then she broke down. She had a 
picture of her parents, working people in Wuppertal, from whom 
she had run away, and she said if she could have money for a 
ticket right then, at that moment, she would return to them on the 
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next train. I gave her the money. She said, “Are you so dumb or 
have you really so much confidence in me?” 

“That youmust figure out for yourself,” Isaid andleft her quickly 
before she could start sobbing. I did not see her again at the sta- 
tion. Maybe she went home, maybe not. Most of the others around 
there had no home where they could have gone. 

When I was in Frankfurt for the last time, the day before I re- 
turned to the States, a young man greeted me in the street. I did not 
recognize him right away, but when he talked to me I realized that 
it was Dieter, the boy I had met at the railroad station a few months 
ago, the first one who had told me about the life there and shownme 
around. I had not recognized him because he was so changed. Not 
that he had the new suit about which he had talked then. On the con- 
trary, he wore overalls and looked as if he were coming from work. 

'm working at the new building in the Zeppelin Allee,” he said 
with a blush, as if it were something to be ashamed of. “In the day- 
time only,” he added quickly. “At night I’m still a businessman, 
T’ve got to do some business in order to fix up my home. That is, 
T'm going to get married.” 

He blushed more and more, but it was obvious that he was very 
proud. 

“Listen,” he said, “I told you about my life, and you asked me 
where my mother was and, well, you were nice to me. Now I want 
to show you something,” 

He took me to a shaky ruin where he had installed, entirely 
against law and regulations, a two-room apartment. It was the for- 
mer laundry in the basement of a big house. He had no license and 
no approval for it. He paid no rent—there probably was nobody 
who could have collected it. I only hope he won't be found out too 
soon. It was quite nice. Being still a businessman, he had managed 
a carpet, a bed, a kerosene stove. Being an advanced plumber, he 
had done a lot to make it comfortable. 

“Later on,” he said, “I'll concentrate entirely on advanced 
plumbing. I gave up the idea of emigrating from this country. I 
wouldn't even if I could. I think when real building, real construc- 
tion starts—and that must start someday, mustn’t it?—then it will 
be quite nice here. Quite nice to be still young, too.” 

The girl came home. She works, too, in an American household. 


She is blonde and tall and has bright eyes, gay eyes, perhaps a little . 


shrewd but nicely so, She wore a costume that seemed to be almost 
new. He is still a businessman. 

“Where did you meet her?” I asked him wh 
fetch tea water. “Where does she come from’ 

“From the hospital,” he said without hesitation. “She was one 
of those girls—well, she was infected. But she’s perfectly all right 
now. Here” he said, taking something out of his pocket, “is her 
health certificate.” 

Maybe I looked a little skeptical for a moment, although I didn’t

HERO OF “‘THE HARDER THEY FALL” 1S DEAD RINGER FOR AWKWARD GIANT WHOM BOXING RACKET MADE CHAMPION 


Eleven years ago this summer Primo Carnera, who for a brief, unhappy 
time had been heavyweight champion of the world, stumbled wearily aboard 
a ship in New York Harbor and sailed for home in Italy. The boxing career 
of this 6-foot 64-inch acromegaloid, whose pituitary deficiency caused his 
abnormal size, had grossed more than $3 million for his owners. But it had 
left Carnera nearly penniless and partly paralyzed. Even at that Carnera 
was much luckier than El Toro Molina. 

El Toro Molina is the central character in a new novel, The harder they 
fall (Random House, $3), by Budd Schulberg, author of 1941's best-seller, 
What Makes Sammy Run? He is a gigantic boxer from the Argentine whose 
freakish size (6 feet 724 inches, 285 lb.) was 
mercilessly exploited by U. S. boxing rack- 
eteers. Although his name is Toro Molina, 
the hero of this book is inescapably Primo 
Carnera. Gene Tunney (right), world heavy- 
weight champion turned book reviewer 
for The Saturday Review of Literature, was 
first to point this out. “The story parallels 
Carnera’s career so much,” he said, “it is 
not hard . . . to recognize the 265 pound 
Htalian as the principal. Carnera had only 
a fair percentage of phony victories in his 
record, while Molina had all phonies but 
one, the last.” 

The story of The harder they fall is told 
by a young boxing press agent, a Prince- 
ton man, who wanders. self-consciously 
chrough a cast of crummy chiselers and 
cheap crooks who infest the boxing rack- 
et. On orders from his gangster boss, he 
starts the machinery—the great build-up 
of the new discovery, the Giant of the An- 
des, El Toro Molina, who can’t box a lick. 


GENE TUNNEY fist pointed out the similarity between Carnera 
and El Toro. He added that the author knew his boxing and had “an 
apparent sympathy for the victims of the boxing racket, the poor 
mugs that have their faces bashed in and mental balances upset. . . .” 


With the help of pushover boxers who take dives and cynical reporters 
who exaggerate the giant’s boxing prowess, the public soon begins to be- 
lieve that El Toro is really championship material. The first suspicion that 
all is not on the level comes when El Toro fights Dynamite Jones in San 
Diego. Jones a rangy young Negro, has contracted to collapse at the end 
of the third round. But he finds El Toro’s big jaw so tempting that he de- 
cides to finish the fight by knocking out the giant. When Jones comes to 
his corner after the second round, his handlers rub some alcohol in his 
eyes. In the third, blinded, Jones slips for an instant. His second throws in 
the towel, and El Toro wins another fight. 

With a few names changed, this fight 
could have been the Primo Carnera-Bombo 
Chevalier match in Oakland, Calif. in 1930. 
Chevalier also decided not to cooperate. For 
five rounds he boxed evenly with the giant. 
In the sixth he seemed to be blinded by some 
solution (oil of mustard). Carnera knocked 
him down. At the count of eight he started 
to get up. His seconds threw in the towel. 
For a while Carnera’s license was withdrawn 
in New York and California. 

All through the novel El Toro’s career par- 
allel’s Carnera’s. Like ro, Carnera came 
from a small Latin village. Like El Toro, he 
was discovered by a circus manager (Leon 
See) and brought to the U.S. to fight. When 
Owney Madden, the racketeer behind Carne- 
1a, got tired of See, he shipped him back to 
Italy, just as the novel’s gangster shipped 
ElToro’s manager back to the Argentine 
and took over himself. The sad and shoddy 
story of what happened to Molina’s real-life 
counterpart is told on the following pages.

In the novel El Toro believed his own buil s his hand-picked 
opponents folded, he began to think he was invincible. So did Carne- 
ra, who would have been a bad bet in a free-for-all. Although he man- 
aged to develop a fairly useful left—because his arm was so long— 
Primo had muscle-bound shoulders, varicose veins and a glass jaw. But 
the simple giant was supremely confident. Once his manicurist asked, 
"How do you like Los Angeles?” “I knock him out in two rounds,” said 
Schaaf in 1933, he was even a little

HIS FALL WAS QUICK AND CRUEL 


For one year Primo Carnera was the heavyweight boxing champion of 
the world. In the novel El Toro never did this well. Matched with the 
champion in the first fight not fixed for him, he was cut mercilessly to 
pieces and met his downfall. Carneramet his downfall against Baer, who 
all but knocked him out in the early rounds, then proceeded to toy with 
him contemptuously and mercilessly. But Carnera displayed enormous 
courage. He kept getting to his feet after knockdowns until the 11th 
round, when the referee stopped the fight. After this Carnera fought 
other bouts but he was through and his backers knew it, In his last 
fight—with Leroy Haynes (bottom right) —his seconds sent himinto the 
ring without even bothering to give him his protecting mouthpiece.
